Exhorder were formed in the mid 80's and were a vital 
influence in die blossoming New Orleans heavy music scene 
They released two albums of brutal thrash metal .Theyrele 
two albums in die early 90's (Slaughter In The Vatican m 1990 
and The Law in 1992) then broke up shortly after being dropped 
from the label.. Now. the band is back together wrong new 
material for a new album. This interview was done with guitarist 

Vinnie Labella. 


]q what r s t h e current ling-up of the band ? 

rhe current line-up is all the original members except for Kevin, 
Cyle's brother who was with him if Floodgate. So its Chris Nail, 
!ay Ceravolo, myself, and Kyle Thomas. 


Why did the b and break up? ... 

It all started with they were kinda givin us a raw 

deal. So after we did "The Law' we decided we didnt want to 
be on that label no more. They didn’t want to let us go so we tried 
to force them into dropping us. Which is the ol Mnte cajmg us 
going "You guys got a deadline for the next record Yeah we 
know" "0.k. Til get back to you' a few months later Hey how s 
the songs cornin'" "Oh coming good man, yeah deadline yeah 3 
months later "You know you guys are past the fuckrn deadline, 
where's the fuckin' songs?" "Oh yeah its comm right up man. 
don't worry about it". So after about 6 months of that slut, you 
know, he finally got the message that we wanted off. Monte 
even came down to try to renegotiate some contracts and shit 
but it didn’t come remotely what we were asking for. so we just 
waited and waited and it took them another 4 to 5 months to 
finally drop us. The problem is by that time we re frustrated, 
we've got ne w material that needs to be done, it’s taken them 
forever to get rid of us. So Kyle winds up doing his own thing 
with his brother. Jay was working on some stuff, my daughter 
was bom and I had to actually go out and make a living. 
Roadrunner wasn't exactly paying die bills.By die time they 
actually let us go we were disbandedman, we just quit talking. 

So I blame it all Roadrunner. Roadrunner is the shiftiest label you 
ever want to be on, and you can print this..Roadrunner is the 
shiftiest fuckin label you ever want to fuckin be on, and if you 
interview Kyle Thomas he’ll tell you the same thing. He went 
back for some more. He went back for a second dose with 
Floodgate. I couldn't believe that man, nobody in the band could 
believe that They gave him alot of money up front, and they 
fucked him over too. 


u here any cj m cs Slighter In The Vatican or The L aw 

being re-released? . , 

Man Td love to redo those songs, because another Roadrunner 
ploy was to send us to Scott Bums and put us in that death metal 
clump that at the time was big. So we didn't want to do it that 
way but they made us kinda do it Nobody m the band likes the 
way Slaughter in die Vatican came out production wise. We d 
like to fuckin do it The problem is that Roadrunner soil owns 
half of the publishing on Slaughter In The Vatican andThe Law. 
so to re-record it we’d have to get permission to do it They ve 
finally put us out of print but when the new shit comes out they 11 
probably pick it back up. 


Are Kvle and .lav pome, to be continui ng wi th Floodgate and M 
From Grace? 

Fall From Grace is definitely over with as far as Jay tells me. 
Floodgate is kinda tinkering. I don't know if they re doing 
anything musically but they’ll play a show here and there. 


When is your new material s upposed to come out? 

That's a good question, cause there’s alot of options. Jhe new 
material is done, we have 10 new songs. Were deciding 

whether we’re going to record them and put it out ourselves and 
not deal with that fuckin label shit again, because we’re so fuckin 
sour about that you know, Jay has had problems with his, Kyle 
has had problems with his, and nobody wants to go through it 
again. So, if we do it on our own, it’ll take a little longer, but if we 
do sign to a label who is behind us and wants to back us the right 
way it'll probably be shorter. Either way we'll probably start 
recording in November or December. 


How would you describe vour current sound compared to your 

older material? 

We're riding the line..and here's why. We're talkin about 7years 
here, and alot of shit happens to a guy in 7 years. I'll tell you 
straight up, it's not speed metal. There’s nothing on the record as 
yet that’s just blazing old school thrash that you're expecting to 
hear. But, it's heavy, and speaking from the rest of the guys and 
coming from me if I tell you it's heavy, it’s heavy. But it’s not 
gonna be what you expect Let's just say it’s very different 
teetering on a new feel, a new sound. 


Is Kyle's vocal style still in the same old Exhorder vein? 
Definitely. There's hints of more....I hate the word melodic....it's 
a mix of say on "Cadence Of The Dirge" and "Desecrator. He 
mixes it up alot 


Is it iust a coincidence that Pantera took on a new sound similar 

to vours when decided to stop playing glam metal, or is there a 

little bit if history behind that? 

It's no coincidence and there's alot of history.

TYPE O NEGATIVE 


Type 0 Negative. Chances are you've heard of 
them and you either love them or hate them. Liz 
got the opportunity to interview guitarist Kenny 
before their show at the House Of Blues in March 
while on tour for their latest album. World Coming 
Down, and here's how it came out. 

What's the best thing about not being on tour? 

Being with my daughter and my wife, otherwise I 
belong on tour. 

Each album seems to have a different "feeling" to 

it that permeates through the album. How do von 

determine the album's emotive quality? Is it natural 

or influenced bv current events in vour personal 

lives? 

They're each influenced by our current state of 
being. Slow Deep and Hard was very angry and 
frustrated because we were very young and angry. 
Bloody kisses was like a blossoming stage for us, 
y'know? Very imaginative and it was playful. Then 
um, October Rust, Peter was fucking everything 
that walked and all that he was really thinking 
about was sex and it had a prediminantly sexual 
theme. This new album is very suicidal and full of 
rejection. 

What's a question you've never been asked before 

in an interview that you'd like to answer? 

That's difficult. I've been asked many, many 
questions, everything frum my dick size 
to...fuckin' you know. You can throw some by me 
and I'll tel you if I've been asked them. 

How do you feel about the ridiculous price of 

milk? 

[laughter] I didn't know the price of milk was that 
high! Hell, I should be more worried about it then, 
you're right, because I have a child?! I don't save 
money on things like that..I go to 7-11 to pick up 
my milk and pay twice as much for it just 'cause 
it's close. 

How do you feel about all the kids who leave right 

after Coal Chamber and don't stick around tn see 

you? 

There hasn't been that many, y'know? That just 
comes with the show y'know-when you have a 
double headliner you gotta expect to lose at least a 
quarter of the audience. 



What have you to sav about peole who force their 

opinions, behaviors, and views on others? 

I think people are confused, looking for a herd to 

follow, and these things...all they do is show us 
who to hate, y'know. They're all exclusionary and 
that's what they're made for. They're made to give 
you the illusion of a purpose and a direction. 

If you were stranded in Siberia what member of 

the band would vou eat first? 

Johnny-definitely. Because he's definitely the most 
pure. He has the least toxins in him and he smells 
the best. Josh would be kinda old and leathery, 
Peter would probably smell decomposed before he 
even started decomposing. Johnny would be like 
sweet pork. 

What's coming up for Type O? 

Well hopefully we'll be able to stay on tour for the 
rest of the year, I doubt it though. Um, we got 
some offers from Europe, I don't know what's 
going on with that. Beyond that. I've no idea. We'll 
probably go in and start on the next album in 
October. 

What do vou think of New Orleans? 

I love this town, it's got a great feel, great 
ambience, it's old, lots of culture... 


Any last words? 

NO!!! No to the world. 
























Molehill are from Birmingham, Alabama and play slow 
churning feedback induced sludge. They’ve played in New 
Orleans twice and recently played Milwaukee MetalfesL They 
currendyhave a cd out on Rage Of Achilles records in England 
and a couple of releases in the works. This interview was 
conducted with drummer Billy. 


How is the scene in Birmingham? Any local bands worth 

mentioning? 

Weil the last club in Birmingham that had all ages shows just 
closed down so there basically is no scene anymore. There are 
however a good amount of really talented bands. Haste, Catch 
Fire, Gainer, Grey Coat, Plate Six, None But Burning, and A 
Common Thread are my fave local bands. 


You've recently gone through some lineup changes...who's in the 

band now ? 

Shane-vocal, Jeremy-guitar, Sonny-bass, and Billy-drums. We 
kicked Matt our former bass player, out a couple of months ago 
and Drew, our other guitarist, left the band in July for reasons not 
worth mentioning. 

How was the response when you plaved this years Milwaukee 

Metalfest? 

It was good...alot better than I expected considering we opened 
the festival. There was also a good turnout I think we impressed 
the right people. 


wearing a Scorpions t-shirt? 

HAHAHA man that's a thing i see daily. I’m a delivery driver so 
I see people like that EVERY day at work. 

What have you be en listening to lately? 

Mostly Isis I saw them not too long ago and they blew me away 
I got two of their cd's at the show. J 


Where have been vn u r favorite places tn play? 

Jackson Tennesee. San Diego. Calivomia. and Amarillo, 
lexas. Those three places have all been my favorite shows 
we ve ever played. 


How did you hook up with Rage Of Achilles records? Is vour cd 
selling well? 

We sent the cd out as a demo to a few zines (Paranoize 
included) and it got all pretty good reviews. Duncan of Rage Of 
Achilles read out review in Loudnet and downloaded an MP3 
from our website and emailed me. We had a few other offers 
from some other small label, but Duncan’s was teh best so we 
went with him to release the cd. As far as it selling, I know 
we’ve sold a considerable amount over in Europe. We have like 
5 cd's left ourselves for selling at shows. 

Don’t you have some new material that's going to be released in 

the near future? 

Boredom Noise and Satan’s Pimp records are putting out a 2 
song LP. It’s due out at the end of October, and Game Two 
records is supposed to be putting out some sort of split with us 
and Weedeater. Game Two already has our song for the split, 
we re just waiting on them. And then there s also the Paranoize 
compilation. 

What dp _you think of New Orleans? Anv plans to come back? 

I have mixed feelings on New Orleans really. I like it there and I 

like playing there but every show we’ve played tehre something 
FUCKED UP has happened to us. The first time was our first 
show of our last tour with Icepick Revival. The transmission in 
the van went down on the way there, but it ended up only being a 
transmission filter, then we got caught three hours in traffic 
because an 18 wheeler turned over right outside Birmingham, 
but when we got there the show was great. The last time we 
played there we went through two tires on the way there and 
there was a show that night somewhere else from the show we 
were playing so there was a pretty weak turnout Then we were 
supposed to play Deaf Race 2000 but the van was broke down 
and we had no money to travel plus Metalfest was the next week 
so we had to cancel it (sony Troy) but we’ll definitely be back. I 
just hope for better luck in the future. Dixie Taveme has been 
good to us both times we’ve been there regardless of the turnout 



Anyone who gives a fuck about the hardcore/metal community 
in the South should support Paranoize, thanks Bobby. Also we 
will start playing shows again late this falL.New Orleans will be 
one of the first places as long as we can still get a show.

Leechmilk are a crusty sludgecore band from Atlanta, GA. 
They've played in New Orleans twice. with such brutal acts as 
Cavity, Soilent Green, Eyehategod, Sour Vein, and Hawg Jaw 
as well as toured to the west coast. They ve earned permanent 
rotation in my cdplayer and are worthy of an inteview in these 
pages. 

Interview by Bobby, answered by Chris. 

Who's in the band? How long have you been together? 
Chris-guitar, Dan-vocals, Greg-bass, Char-drums. We never use 
our last names because really weird things happen when we do 
that plus there may be some warrants. We have been together 
about 2 and a half years. I remember we started right after 
Mardi Gras in 98. 

How would vou describe yo ur sound? 

For the most part I woud consider us a sludge-crust band. We 
play slow often but we try very hard not to drone out and bore 
people to death. We try to create a chaos feel with the faster 
parts and then drop the hammer when nobody s paying attention! 
The point is to play with the crowd for a minute and confuse 
them, then bash their fuckin brains out! We dont always hit our 
mark everytime but when all the right elements are in place it 
works. 

What do vou think of New Orleans? A ny plans to come back? 

We all love New Orleans. I lived there for a short time years ago 

and I miss it alot. We plan to come back there and play often. It s 
not that far from Atlanta so it's easy to do. We really get along 
well with everyone there and we appreciate a place where 
people understand the value of getting fucked up! 

What recordings do vou have ava i lable? Any releases..planned 
for the near future? 

We have our ep "Worthless” and our new cd Starvation Of 
Locusts" available now. The ep is about to be re-released on 7 
inch by Caustic Records out of California.^ We have a split 7 inch 
with Puaka Balava that is supposed to be in the works now. Of 
course the Paranoize compilation is coming soon, and there is 
something brewing with Berzerker/Game 2 that looks like it's 
gonna be sick! We're still writing but it's coming pretty slow. 

What have been your favorite and least favorite s hows on tour? 

Besides that Deaf Race show which was great we had a great 

time in Albuquerque, New Mexico. We played a place called 
the Silver House with Soni from Word Salad's new band 
Bullettrainmafia and they killed. The place was small and it 
packed in real tight Alot of kids showed up even though it was 
about 150 degrees in there. When we played everybody lost their 
shit and went nuts! It made the whole trip out west worth it! We 
fuckin love shows like that! 

Los Angeles on the other hand was a nightmare. It was a blown 
booking and we got screwed bad. We drove 7 hours across the 
goddamn desert to get there and then they made us pay to park 
the van at the club!! They refused to pay us! I would give you 
the rest of the story but there may be some warrants! 


How do vou see the state of the world in the next 10 years? 

This is the saddest prediction I can possibly imagine! Absolutely 
nothing is what’s going to happen! Everything is going to stay the 
same. People are still going to be assholes, work is still going to 
suck. We are all still going to have to pay our bills and it’s all 
going to go on as-is, in a big fuckin happy American parade! If 
anyone has any big plans to change it, they’re going to fail, and 
the rest of the world will go on and do what they're told! Our plan 
is to stay fucked up and hate everyone. 

What made vou decide to name the band Leechmilk? 

The name "leechmilk" really means blood if you think about it. 

If you squeeze a leech at one end and ring it through your fingers 
blood will shoot out of the other end. It's pretty sick! I saw some 
guy that worked for a research lab and his job was to milk 
thousands of leeches all day long! I thought this is exactly the 
kind of shit guys like us get stuck with. There's millions of people 
like us out here, people that do shit they hate every fuckin day. 
You can either accept it, or fight it with all you have. Leechmilk 
is our attempt to fight, but the reality is you can't win. There 
really is no way out! 

What have vou been listening to lately? 

The new Damad is the album of die year so far! Hands down, 
it's a true crusher! Lately it's been From Ashes Rise, 

Noothgrush, Burning Witch, old Harvey Milk, and a whole 
bunch of sick shit! I get excited at least one every 2 weeks about 
something. Right now the new Weedeater is in the mail and I've 
been checking my box nonstop! 

What are vour views on the internet? Do vou feel that MP3's are 

really killing the music industry? 

The internet is a great tool for small bands. Booking is so much 
easier and cheaper than ever before. MP3's can get your music 
out to the world instandy! For a small band like ours that's great, 
but for the guys who have finally started making some cash it 
sucks! They're getting ripped off left and right and alot of people 
think that's okay. I really feel for them. This shit is hard to do for 
years and years and then finally you get a break and everybody 
thinks you're a millionaire, that's bullshit! 

Any final comments, suggestions, recioes. remedies, etc? 

Well definitely thanks for your support with Paranoize, we really 
appreciate it. There are so many people who have helped us out! 
All the AGP bands in Adanta, Social Infestation, Otophobia, 
Mastadon, and all the New Orleans guys Hawg Jaw, Sour Vein, 
and Eyehategod. Everyone has been great. For all you guys in 
New Orleans check out www.adanta-grind.com sometime and 
come up for a show! We’ll smoke you out!

Angelrust are a metal band from Wheeling. West Virginia. They 
have a self-released cd available from their own label. Frozen 
Music. I emailed some questions to guitarist/'vocalist Andrew 
D'Cagna and this is what he had to say. 

Interview by Bobby Bergeron 

Who’s in the band? How long have you been together? 

The band consists of Tim Markle (drums), Frank Gordon 
(bass/synth) and myself (Andrew D’Cagna-guitars/vocals). 
Angelrust is a very young band, now at only nine months. But 
I’ve known Tim and Frank for a while. Tim played drums in my 
first band when we were both like seventeen. Frank I have 
known for about five years. He used to be in a local death metal 
band, and he designed the layouts for my former band 
Moonthrone’s first two demos. He’s a technological genius. 

How would vou describe vour sound? 

Angelrust’s music is pure metal. A little of the old, a little of the 
new, a super concentrated formula of sorts. Were not metal's 
most groundbreaking band, but were original enough to standout 
and we always deliver with conviction. 

What recordings do vo have available? 

Currently we have a full length self-financed cd entitled 
"Arcane" available. You can get one via our website at 
www.masticatecLcom, or send an INMO to Frozen Music (Fll 
give up the addy later). As for future plans, we're jamming new 
material right now in the clubs and in the rehearsal space. We're 
a song and a half away from having enough material to record 
again. "Dogma" and "Paradox" are cd titles we’re kicking 
around right now. Frank just bought some new recording 
hardware, so we’re eager to test it out 

How is the scene in the Ohio Valley area?

I must say that it is a very memorable one, 
though. The handful of extreme music fans here are diehards, 
and when they merge it's utter chaos. Actually we’re starting to 
bleed into the bigger cities. We have a show in Greensburg, PA 
tomorrow night, a show it Pittsburgh next Saturday and a gig in 
Glen Dale the following Saturday, so things look promising. 

There are a few other good bands in the area: Migauss from PA, 
Magog from Wheeling Island, and Anger Within from 
Morgantown, WV. They're all asskickers in their own right. 

Is vour label. Frozen Music only releasing bands from the Ohio 

Valiev area? 

Oh no. Frozen Music does not limit its span of talent merely to 
the Ohio Valley. We feature bands from all over the U.S., New 
York, Tennessee and Texas to name a few. I will now take this 
opportunity to address ALL unsigned bands...SEND ME YOUR 
SHIT!! I appreciate all forms of metal and will listen to all 
submissions. I look at things from a musicians standpoint, not a 
corporate one. 

How do you feel the music fest (Tombfest 2) that vou recently 

organized went? 

Tombfest was a complete success in my eyes, and now that it’s 
over I am relieved to say that it went off without a hitch. I think 
everyone enjoyed themselves and no one got hurt or anything. It 
was cool as shit to see you, as I know you were engaged in a 
battle with Murphy’s Law during your entire journey here. We 
have already begun planning Tomblest 3 for next summer. As 
log as the outcomes are positive, the venues will continue to get 
bigger and bigger. We can’t wait
